Claims 1-21 are pending in the application. Claims 1-11, 18 stand rejected. Claims 12-17, 
19, 20 were objected to. 
Double Patenting 

Claims 1-11,18 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-14 of U.S. Patent 6,714,599. 

Applicants file a terminal disclaimer with this response to overcome this rejection. 
Therefore, claims 1-11, 18 are in condition for allowance. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-17, 19, 20 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and intervening claims.
